Warren Commission 
Su spected FBI Cov eru p 
with Les Whitten 
WASHINGTON - In earlier 
colu mns, we reported that the 
FBI defied a W arren Com­ 
mission resolu tion and held back 
internal docu ments abou t the 
John F. Kennedy assassination.

W atergate lawy er, declared in a 
confidential memo: 
“ I am morally certain that

Accordingly , I am distu rbed 
that the Bu reau is condu cting

fu rnishing u s with the resu lts. 
“ Knowing the Bu reau as we 
do, I su ggest the m atter be in­ 
formally discu ssed with their 
representativ e in contact with 
the Commission. In this way , the 
m atter can be corrected with the 
least amou nt of friction.” 
Rank in replied in a hand­ 
written scrawl that he had 
“ noted and talk ed” with the FBI 
liaison man abou t the missing 
docu ments on Jan. 14, 1964. 
Nonetheless, hu ndreds of in­ 
ternal memos were withheld 
from the commission.

Meanwhile, Dallas Cou nty ’s 
big, shaggy district attorney , 
Henry Wade, reported to the 
W arren Commission that he had 
heard Oswald was an FBI in­ 
formant.

There is an intriguing and sensational report that has 
bobbed to the surface recently in Washington, only to 
sink beneath the level of public concern. The report is 
that a number of congressional offices are infiltrated by 
the Soviets. 
In a recent interview with Martin Agronsky on public 
television, Sen. Barry Goldwater declared that the Soviet 
Union has “absolutely infiltrated” the United States, 
including every major business, industry, and even the 
committees of Congress. The Arizona Republican said 
specifically that the Soviets have infiltrated “seven or 
nine” Senate offices. 
“Spying in this country is so fantastically larger than 
what we do, that there’s no way to talk about it,” said. 
Goldwater. He explained that his information about the 
seven or nine Senate offices came from Vice President 
Rockefeller, who headed the commission which in­ 
vestigated the CIA. 
“I did question him (the Vice President) after his 
paper was published and there was no mention of it and 
he said, ‘I could only print what I was allowed to print,” 
explained Goldwater. 
The Senator’s statement begs to be followed up by the 
press as well as by concerned Americans. Goldwater has 
indicated he now is asking Senate intelligence in­ 
vestigators to look into these charges. A member of his 
staff also told a Washington reporter that “the Senator 
has no information at this time beyond that initial 
statement, but he’s going to dig further into the matter " 
and others have now picked it up as well.” 
In the meantime, it is vital that the American public be 
aware that these charges have been raised. And we also 
deserve some hard answers to such questions as: who 
ordered this information to be deleted from the 
Rockefeller report on the CIA? How were these Senate 
offices infiltrated? What is being done to clean out the 
infiltrators in the “seven or nine” offices and to prevent a 
recurrence?

This time shipbrokers 
are forecasting that the Russians will buy another 10 
million tons of grain, over and above the 15 million tons 
already ordered in North America, Argentina and 
Australia. 
This would help explain two other developments. The 
chief gold dealer of the Swiss Credit Bank says Moscow 
has sold between 100 and 130 tons of gold in free markets 
this year, presumably in order to raise cash for grain 
deals. Moreover, according to the bankers, the Soviet 
Union and Comecon banks will have borrowed $1 billion 
from the Eurodollar market by the end of the year. That 
will help cover the Russians’ rising trade deficit with the 
West, which is estimated at $1.4 billion so far this year, 
even before the grain imports are paid for. Moscow is 
going deeply in debt (it owes about one-quarter of its 
annua) hard-currency earnings) to feed its citizens.

This is one of the m ain reasons 
the program has m ushroom ed 
out of control. There now are 
alm ost 19 m illion A m ericans 
using food stam p s at a projected 
annual cost of about $6.8 billion. 
To restore som e order to the 
program , P resident Ford has 
asked C ongress to deny food 
stam ps to fam ilies whose in­ 
com e is above the governm ent’s 
poverty level. The Ford plan 
would save about $1.2 billion a 
year. 
U nder

proposal the poverty level would 
be set at $5,050. In addition, each

WASHINGTON - In earlier 
columns, we reported that the 
FBI defied 
a 
W arren Com­ 
mission resolution and held back 
internal docum ents about the 
John F. Kennedy assassination. 
The com m ission, according to 
its 
own 
in te rn a l 
m em o s, 
su sp e cte d 
th is 
from 
th e 
beginning. 
E arly in 1964, for exam ple, the 
com m ission obtained from the 
Justice D epartm ent two FBI 
m em os that could not be found 
in the com m ission's files. Staff 
attorney C harles Shaffer, who 
later 
was 
to 
gain 
national 
prom inence 
as 
John 
D ean’s 
W atergate law yer, declared in a 
confidential m em o: 
“ I am m orally certain that 
neither of (the memos) have 
been transm itted to (general 
counsel J.L ee) Rankin as they 
properly 
should 
have 
been. 
Accordingly, I 
am disturbed 
that the B ureau is conducting 
(an) 
investigation 
and 
not 
furnishing us with the results. 
“ Knowing the Bureau as we 
do, I suggest the m atter be in­ 
form ally discussed with their 
representative in contact with 
the Commission. In this way, the 
m atter can be corrected with the 
least am ount of friction.” 
R ankin replied in a hand­ 
w ritten scraw l 
that he 
had 
“ noted and talked” with the FBI 
liaison m an about the m issing 
docum ents on Jan . 14, 1964 
Nonetheless, 
hundreds of in­ 
ternal m em os w ere withheld 
from the com m ission. 
The 
com m ission 
attorneys 
also suspected - correctly, it 
now turns out - that the FBI 
w asn’t leveling with them about 
its contacts with the accused 
assassin, Lee H arvey Oswald. 
One 
of 
th e m , 
N o rm an 
Redlich, now dean of the New 
York U niversity SLaw School, 
discovered a startling om ission 
in an FBI sum m ary of the 
contents of O sw ald’s notebook. 
The FBI neglected to m ention 
that one of its agents, Ja m es 


H osty, 
w as 
listed 
in 
th e 
notebook 
This also disturbed 
another 
staff attorney, Howard W illens, 
who 
wrote 
Rankin 
in 
the 
strictest confidence on Feb. 13, 
1964: 
“ I 
s h a re 
e v e ry o n e ’s 
concern that this is a m a tte r of 
great im portance.” He urged 
Rankin to dem and a “ full ex­ 
planation” from the FBI. 


A week later, Rankin w rote 
sternly to the late FBI director 
J. E dgar Hoover: “The Com­ 
mission would like to be in­ 
form ed of the circum stances 
surrounding 
this 
om ission,” 
including the nam es of those 
who ordered it. 
An outragew d Hoover fired 
back 
th e 
asto n ish in g 
e x ­ 
planation th a t H osty’s nam e was 
o m itted 
b e c a u s e 
it 
w a sn ’t 
needed by th e com m ission as an 
investigative lead.” 


Added Hoover crisply, if not 
correctly: “ This Bureau from 
th e 
b eg in n in g 
of 
th is 
in ­ 
vestigation has developed and 
reported 
all 
available 
and 
relevatn facts and it will con­ 
tinue to do so .” 
M eanwhile, D allas County’s 
big, shaggy district attorney, 
Henry W ade, reported to the 
W arren Com m ission that he had 
heard Oswald w as an FB I in­ 
form ant. 
Inside 
FB I 
headquarters, 
Hoover exploded with rage. He 
scribbled som e sizzling com ­ 
m ents about Wade, a form er 
FBI undercover agent, in the 
m argins of m em os which w ere 
never shown to the com m ission. 


What he sent to the com ­ 
mission w as a sworn, detailed 
affidavit denying that Oswald 
had ever 
been an FBI 
in­ 
form ant. But this didn’t satisfy 
one staff attorney, Leon D. 
Hubert, J r., who pointed out in a 
confidential m em o : 
“ Mr. 
H oover’s affidavit ... 
covers his knowledge, but it can 
only do that. What about an 
affidavit of the head of the 
se c u rity 
division 
a t 
h e a d q u a r t e r s , 
F B I , 
W ashington? He should know 
who is or who is not an in­ 


form ant ... 
“ It 
should 
be 
noted 
th a t 
paym ent in money is not the 
only 
way 
to engage an 
in­ 
form ant. I do not think th e re is 
any chicanery here; but for the 
sake 
of 
a 
perfect 
record, 
refuting the rum or, I m ake these 
com m ents.” 


R ankin 
tried to bring 
the 
conflict with Hoover to a head, 
as gently as possible, on M arch 
26, 1964. Rankin praised the FB I 
ch ief 
for 
being 
“ m o st 
cooperative,” and then hit him 
with 30 blockbuster questions. 
“ W hat w as the FBI evaluation 
of Oswald? ... Why did the FBI 
m ake 
three attem pts 
within 
eight days (Oct. 29 to Nov. 5, 
1963) to locate Oswald ? ... W ere 
any further efforts m ade b et­ 
ween Nov. 5 and Nov. 22 to 
locate Oswald, and if not, why 
not?” 


Like bom bs hitting around a 
target, 
the questions alm ost 
exploded the secrets that the 
FBI has buried for 12 years. But 
Hoover, if he knew that Oswald 
had delivered a threatening note 
to the FBI office in D allas less 
th a n 
a 
w eek 
b e fo re 
assassinating 
P resident 
Ken­ 
nedy, didn’t reveal it to the 
W arren Commissiion. 
“ At 
th e 
o u ts e t,” 
w ro te 
Hoover, “ I wish to em phasize 
that the facts available to the 
FBI 
concerning Lee H arvey 
O sw ald 
p rio r 
to 
th e 
assassination did not indicate in 
any way th at he w as or would be 
a th reat to P resident K ennedy... 
“ In the absence of any in­ 
form ation showing Oswald to be 
a 
p o ssib le 
th re a t 
to 
th e 
President, there w as no basis to 
in fo rm 
th e 
S e c re t S e rv ic e 
concerning Osw ald’s presence 
or em ploym ent in D allas.” 


We have had access at least to 
som e of the m aterial that the 
FBI suppressed. We have found 
nothing that would change the 
official 
verdict th at Oswald, 
acting 
alone, 
gunned 
down 
P resident Kennedy. 
The purpose of the coverup, 
apparently, w as to spare the 
FBI any em barrassm ent.

But in general, past efforts at 
land-use planning have been 
haphazard, inefficient, and most 
regrettably, designed with only 
short-term goals in mind The 
Udall bill would have expanded 
and im proved those efforts.

The youngest to sign the 
Declaration of Independence 
was Edward Rutledge, 26, of 
South Carolina. He studied 
law- in England and upon 
returning home, married the 
daughter of the colony’s 
richest planter and received a 
dowry of 70,000 pounds. He 
was not eager to break ties 
with Great Britian and was 
described as an unpolished 
speaker. In June 1776, he was 
still undecided on how to vote 
for independence so, at his 
request, the vote was post­ 
poned until July. When the 
vote was called for on July 1, 
Rutledge refused to yield and 
South Carolina voted nega 
tively. Realizing the resolu­ 


tion would probably carry, 
Rutledge persuaded the Sopth 
Carolina delegates to submit 
to the will of the majority for 
the sake of unanimity. The 
votes were recast the next day 
and South Carolina voted for 
independence. During the 
war, Rutledge was captured 
and imprisoned at St. Augus­ 
tine prison camp. For ten 
months he suffered privation 
and indignities until an ex­ 
change of prisoners could be 
arranged. His magnificent 
estate was devasted.

Tilt« youngest to sign the 
Declaration of Independence 
was Edward Rutledge, 26, of 
South Carolina. He studied 
law in England and upon 
returning home, married the 
daughter of the colony’s 
richest planter and received a 
dowry of 70,000 pounds. He 
was not eager to break ties 
with Great Britian and was 
described as an unpolished 
speaker. In June 1776, he was 
still undecided on how to vote 
for independence so, at his 
request, the* vote was post 
poned until July. When the 
vote was called for on July 1, 
Rutledge refused to yield and 
South Carolina voted nega 
tively. Realizing the resolu­ 


tion would probably carry, 
Rutledge persuaded the Soyth 
Carolina delegates to submit 
to the will of the majority for 
the sake of unanimity. The 
votes were recast the next day 
and South Carolina voted for 
independence. During the 
war, Rutledge was captured 
and imprisoned at St. Augus­ 
tine prison camp. For ten 
months he suffered privation 
and indignities until an ex­ 
change of prisoners could be 
arranged. His magnificent 
estate was 
devasted.

terms in the South Carolina 
legislature and as governor.*

As these extiem elv simplified exam ples illustrate, the 
coefficient of dispersion indicates the tendency tow ard unfair 
assessm ent w ithin a county. The higher the coefficient of dis­ 
persion rises, the* less fair the system becomes. I his raises the 
question: w hat is an acceptable coefficient of dispersion ? 
O f course, th e ideal coefficient of dispersion is zero, which 
indicates absolute equity. But as a practical m atter, this level 
of equity is impossible to obtain even in the best property 
assessm ent system <and as my study shows, Missouri s 
system is far from the best).

What is a supplier in Medicare? 


Q. I visited the Social Security 
office during the first week of 
last month. It was really busy, 
and 1 had to wait quite a while 
before I got to talk to someone. 
Is the office always so busy? 
A. Usually, Social Security 
offices are busiest on the first 
few days of the week and during 
the first two weeks of the month. 
Unless your business is urgent, 
the best time to visit the office is 


at the end of the week or during 
the last half of die month. And 
it’s a good idea to call the office 
first. Often, business can be 
handled by phone and you won’t 
have to make a trip. 
Q. I started getting Social 
Security student benefits this 
month. I work part time and 
know my earnings can affect my 
monthly payments, but does this 
include earnings I had before 


my benefits started? 
A. Yes. In determining your 
Social Security benefits for the 
year, earnings for the entire 
year are counted. This includes 
months before your benefits 
begin, as well as months after 
your benefits end. If you earn 
over $2,520 for the year, your 
benefits will be reduced $1 for 
each $2 over $2,520. But no 
matter how much you earn for 


the year, you can get your full 
Social Security benefit for any 
month in which you neither earn 
over $210 nor do substantial 
work in your own business. 
Q. My brother was severely 
injured in a boating accident two 
months ago. He hasn’t applied 
for disability benefits yet 
because he says there’s a five- 
month waiting period. When 
should he file? 


A. Even though there is a five- 
month waiting period before 
disability benefits can begin, 
people should apply for benefits 
as soon as they become 
disabled. By filing early, the 
claim may be completely 
processed during the waiting 
period and benefits can begin at 
the earliest possible time - for 
the sixth full month of disability. 
Q. I’m ready to send in my 


first medical insurance claim 
under Medicare, but I don’t 
know where to send it. How can I 
find out? 
A. Unless you are entitled to 
Medicare undo* the Railroad 
Retirement system, you should 
send your medical insurance 
claim to the Medicare carrier 
for the state where you received 
the services. The name and 
address are listed in Your 


Medicare Handbook. If you’re 
getting Medicare under the 
Railroad Retirement system, 
you should send your claim to 
The Travelers Insurance Co. 
office nearest your home. 
Q. My brother told me that 
Medicare’s medical insurance 
pays for the services of sup­ 
pliers.

What is a supplier in Medicare? 


Q. I visited the Social Security 
office during the first week of 
last month. It was really busy, 
and I had to wait quite a while 
before I got to talk to someone. 
Is the office always so busy? 
A. Usually, Social Security 
offices are busiest on the first 
few days of the week and during 
the first two weeks of the month. 
Unless your business is urgent, 
the best time to visit the office is 


at the end of the week or during 
the last half of the month. And 
it’s a good idea to call the office 
first. Often, business can be 
handled by phone and you won’t 
have to make a trip. 
Q. I started getting Social 
Security student benefits this 
month. I work part time and 
know my earnings can affect my 
monthly payments, but does this 
include earnings I had before 


my benefits started? 
A. Yes. In determining your 
Social Security benefits for the 
year, earnings for the entire 
year are counted. This includes 
months before your benefits 
begin, as well as months after 
your benefits end. If you earn 
over $2,520 for the year, your 
benefits will be reduced $1 for 
each $2 over $2,520. But no 
matter how much you earn for 


the year, you can get your full 
Social Security benefit for any 
month in which you neither earn 
over $210 nor do substantial 
work in your own business.

construct a current water table 
map of the alluvial aquifer. 
By comparing the 1975 map 
with sim ilar maps made in 1956 
and 1965, any long-term trends 
in water levels can be observed, 
the measurements made this 
fall will also be the basis for 
determ ining 
the 
natural 
recharge areas of the aquifer 
during the coming winter 
The three-year study of the 
water resources of the Southeast 
Lowlands started Oct. 6 and is a 
cooperative project between the 
Division of Geology and Land 
Survey, Department of Natural 
Resources, 
and

U .S 
Geological Survey. Staffs of both 
agencies are involved in the 
overall study. 
The activities of the Missouri 
Geological Survey and Water 
Resources are now carried out 
within the Division of Geology 
and Land Survey.

“ Elmer Trost is a fine and 
gentle young man. It is my 
understanding that he has a 
degree in accounting and has 
accepted a position with a Cape 
Girardeau firm,” the mayor 
said, in a written statement. 
Sgt. David Townsend has been 
appointed acting police chief 
until it is decided whether to 
make him the permanent chief 
or appoint a new one, the mayor 
explained. Another patrolman 
reported for work Saturday as a 
full-time officer. 
Trost replaced Jimmy Dale 
Coats as police chief in April. 
The mayor said he would work 
closely with the police personnel 
board In 
determining what 
should be done concerning the 
police position. “ We’re going to 
make a real dedicated effort to 
upgrade the police department 
here,” he mayor stated.

Currency 
and 
Housing, 
stated 
that 
the 
proposal 
is 
a 
necessary 
legislative directive that would 
prevent an increase in the cost 
of credit for millions of persons. 
The legislative proposal as 
introduced 
by 
subcommittee 
chairman Frank Annunzio, D.- 
111., 
following 
other 
congressional hearings where 
some support was indicated for 
a legislaive authorization of. the 
surcharge on purchases made 
with bankcards. 
“ Surcharges 
would 
cause 
major changes in buying habits 
and dramatically decrease the 
UBe of bank cards and undermine 
the future of the bank card in­ 
dustry,” Larkin told the oc- 
ngressmen. Larkin is the senior 
vice 
president 
of 
Bank 
of 
America at San Francisco. 
The banker observed that data 
available on the economic effect 
of bank cards indicates that the 
use of the cards does not 
penalize cash customers since 
there are many advantages to 
the merchant who accepts the 
cards. 
The ABA also urged sub­

reconsider the cash discount 
provision of the Fair Credit 
Billing Act and to institute

Can the chemicals in hair- 
coloring 
products give you 
cancer? 
Last March Dr. Bruce Ames, 
from 
the 
University 
of 
California in Berkeley, reported 
that certain hair dye ingredients 
produced 
mutations 
in 
a 
specially structured strain of 
salmonella in his laboratories. 
On the basis of his results, Dr. 
Ames 
concluded that the 
materials might be carcinogenic 
— cancer causing — in humans. 
His 
report 
appeared 
in 
Proceedings of the National 
Academy of Sciences. 
A short time after Dr. Ames 
disclosed his work, researchers 
in England reported that their 
research led them to draw 
conclusions similar to those of 
Ames. 
Since the first reports raising 
the possibility of a cancer link to 
hair dyes, a number of ad­ 
ditional 
studies 
have 
been 
completed 
and 
are in the 
process of being published in 
professional journals. 
In a press conference in New 
York Friday, 
Dr. John F. 
Corbett reviewed the new 
evidence on the possible car­ 
cinogenic effect of hair dyes. 
“The new studies,” he said, 
“confirm earlier studies that 
show 
no 
evidence of car­ 
cinogenic or mutagenic effects 
when animals are exposed to 
hair dyes,” he said. 
The tests included feeding 


hair dye in with the regular diet 
of dogs for two yean. No blood 
abnormalities or anything of die 
sort developed. 
“The dogs' urine was the color 
of the dye,” Dr. Corbett said. 
Dr. Corbett, a scientist for the 
$200 million-a-year hair-coloring 
industry, said: 
“The new evidence affirms our 
confidence that there is no 
evidence that hair dyes pose a 
hazard to the user.” 
Dr. Corbett is head of the Hair 
Coloring Technical Committee 
of the Cosmetic, Toiletry and 
Fragrance Association. 
Despite the new reports the 
controversy continues. So as far 
as doubters in the scientific 
community are concerned, the 
jury still is out. 
Even the hair-coloring in­ 
dustry is pressing on with fur­ 
ther research aimed at deter­ 
mining once and for all that hair 
dye is completely safe for the 20 
per cent of the population that 
uses it — including some males. 
No one can say that with ab­ 
solute certainty. 
Dr. Corbett said one in three 
adult women use some hair- 
coloring product. The hair dye 
and cancer scare last March 
didn’t frighten the consumers, 
so far as the industry can 
ascertain. 
Jack Shor, a spokesman for 
the industry and a vice president 
at Clairol, told me: 
“Industry sales are up 14 per 


cent — and even when adjusted 
for inflation shows more women 
are using hair-coloring products 
than before the scare.” 
Not only were a few of the 
steady users pooh-poohing the 
report but novices also tended to 
ignore the possible cancer link 
when reaching for the hair dye 
for the first time. 
The tests that showed possible 
ill effects of some chemicals in 
hair dye are called test tube 
screening procedures — a kind 
of chemical shortcut to find out 
if certain things just might be 
bad for humans. 
As a short cut it can get some 
kind erf answer much faster than 
would be done the conventional 
way—using animals. 
The test tube screening 
methods such as that used by 
Dr. Ames and the researchers in 
Japan and England also are 
under fire in some scientific 
circles. 
The expert panel <rf the World 
Health Organization has con­ 
cluded that “vitro mutagenicity 
tests 
alone 
cannot 
yield 
definitive results applicable to 
man.” It was referring to the 
methods used by Ames and the 
others raising questions about 
hair dye and its safety for 
humans. 
In Medical World News last 
May, Dr. Samuel Epstein 
commented on the same Ames’ 
test. 
“Over the past 20 years about

15 of these short term tests for 
carcinogens 
have

troduced, including a few of my 
own. 
“All of them have gotten a lot 
of publicity initially, but with the 
lapse of time, the reliability of 
each has been thrown into 
question. 
“I’m not arguing with Dr. 
Ames’ test. It’s beautiful science 
but I think it’s being touted as 
doing more than it actually 
can,” Dr. Epstein said. 
The new research involving 
hair dye chemicals relative to 
cancer includes: 
In the research Corbett 
discussed, hair dye chemicals 
were painted, injected into and 
painted on the skins of animals. 
“We understand these tests 
have not raised any cause for 
concern,” Dr. Corbett said. 
He concluded: 
Questions 
concerning

based entirely on bacterial 
screening

Pork steak was up four cents 
to $1.53 a pound, but center cut chops fell eight cents to $1.97 and pork 
blade roast was down seven cents to $1.40. 
Whole fryer chickens remained steady at 56 cents a pound and cut 
up parts rose a penny to 63 cents a pound. 
A gallon of whole milk was up three cents to $1.52 and 2 per cent 
rose four cents to $1.45. 
A dozen grade A eggs were generally up with large four cents 
more at 72 cents and medium a penny higher at 67 cents. Extra large 
remained steady however, at 75 cents.

Last March Dr. Bruce Ames, 
from

California in Berkeley, reported 
that certain hair dye ingredients 
produced

salmonella in his laboratories. 
On the basis of his results, Dr.

concluded 
that

materials might be carcinogenic 
— cancer causing — in humans. 
His

appeared

Proceedings of the National 
Academy of Sciences. 
A short time after Dr. Ames 
disclosed his work, researchers 
in England reported that their 
research led them to draw 
conclusions similar to those of 
Ames. 
Since the first reports raising 
the possibility of a cancer link to 
hair dyes, a number of ad­

In a press conference in New

No blood 
abnormalities or anything of the 
sort developed. 
"The dogs’ urine was the color 
of the dye,” Dr. Corbett said. 
Dr. Corbett, a scientist for the 
$200 million-a-year hair-coloring 
industry, said: 
"The new evidence affirms our 
confidence that there is no 
evidence that hair dyes pose a 
hazard to the user.” 
Dr. Corbett is head of the Hair 
Coloring Technical Committee 
of the Cosmetic, Toiletry and 
Fragrance Association. 
Despite the new reports the 
controversy continues. So as far 
as doubters in the scientific 
community are concerned, the 
jury still is out. 
Even the hair-coloring in­ 
dustry is pressing on with fur­ 
ther research aimed at deter­ 
mining once and for all that hair 
dye is completely safe for the 20 
per cent of the population that 
uses it — including some males. 
No one can say that with ab­ 
solute certainty. 
Dr. Corbett said one in three 
adult women use some hair- 
coloring product.

The most unappealing physique: “A pear-shaped body, the kind 
with a heavy lower trunk and medium upper trunk or medium lower 
and thin upper,” Lavrakas said. 
But the whole question of physique may be unimportant to the 
preening male anyway. For all his efforts to determine female 
preferences in male bodies, Lavrakas said that ultimately they 
mean little in terms of choosing friends and lovers.

Liberated women prefer 
men with medium builds 


CHICAGO (AP) — If you are a former 100-pound weakling who 
went to body-building school to impress your girl, just hope she isn’t 
the liberated type. 
A recent Loyola University study has found that women, par- 
ticuarly the “ liberated” ones, prefer men of mediumthin, linear 
builds over the Charles Atlas types. 
“ The most preferred physique was that of a medium-appearing 
male with a slight tapering physique, but nothing to the extent of the 
muscle-man physique with the massive chest and arms,” said Paul 
Lavrakas of Loyola’s applied social psychology program. 
“ Women who described themselves in liberated terms and who led 
more liberated lifestyles had a preference for thinner, more linear 
physiques, whereas women who saw themselves in more traditional 
feminine roles liked more massive torsos — the typical muscle­ 
man,” Lavrakas said. 
He spent some two years conducting the study, which involved 70 
women from 18 to 30, most of whom were single and from an urban, 
middle-class background. He said many more of the women 
described themselves as liberated than as traditionally feminine. 
The most unappealing physique: “ A pear-shaped body, the kind 
with a heavy lower trunk and medium upper trunk or medium lower 
and thin upper, ” Lavrakas said. 
But the whole question of physique may be unimportant to the 
preening male anyway. For all his efforts to determine female 
preferences in male bodies, Lavrakas said that ultimately they 
mean little in terms of choosing friends and lovers.

During his research into Colo­ 
nial houses, architect Evan Pol- 
litt came across an 18th centu­ 
ry 
Massachusetts 
salt 
box 
house with an unusual feature 
— a chimney with steps built 
into it. 
As the architect set foot on 
the second floor of the struc­ 
ture, the first thing he noticed 
was a chimney coming up from 
the first floor and going on up­ 
wards into the ceiling. The sec­ 
ond that caught his attention 
was a row of rough stones 
grouted into the chimney and 
protruding about 18 inches into 
the room. The house owner said 
these were the only steps to the 
attic. They appeared to provide 
a rather precarious footing, but 
the owner explained that the 
stones were not meant for 
heavy traffic and very, very 
seldom did anyone ever go into 
the attic. 
The salt box design, by the 
way, came into being when a 
New Englander added a lean-to 
to the rear of his house. He did 
this by extending the existing 
roofline downward. The result 
was a rear roofline much stee- • 
per than the front. The design 
caught on in new construction, 
especially when someone dis­ 
covered that, by facing the rear 
slope the north, there was 
added protection against the 
cold winds from that direction.

One of the historical salt 
boxes from which Pollitt has 
formulated plans is the Noah 
Webster house in West Hart­ 
ford, Conn. Webster was born 
there in 1758. Built about 50 
years earlier, it originally con­ 
sisted of a huge kitchen, a 
large entranceway and an up­ 
stairs area known as a kitchen 
chamber. Subsequently, before 
Webster’s birth, three rooms 
were added. 


The house basically is the 
original, except for some resto­ 
ration measures taken in recent 


years before it was opened to 
the public, along with a mu­ 
seum at the rear. Webster was 
America’s first lexicographer 
and gained fame for his dictio­ 
naries and school books but he 
was, also, a lawyer, judge, leg­ 
islator and author of books on 
science, history, disease and 
the importance of national un­ 
ity. 


In addition to satisfying his 
desire to design houses built to 
the exact dimensions of Colo­ 
nials, architect Pollitt, along 
the way, became a student of 
American history.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Being 
for clean air is as American as 
hot dogs and apple pie. But 
some say too much good air 
can choke another American in­ 
stitution — free enterprise. 
Separate House and Sfenate 
committees are trying to decide 
where to draw that cloudy line 
between how much pollution is 
economically necessary for in­ 
dustry and how much is bad for 
consumer health. 
The House Commerce Com­ 
mittee’s health panel is writing 
changes in the 1970 Clean Air 
Act that would affect house­ 
hold, industrial and vehicular 
pollutants. It hopes to approve 
a middle-of-the-road bill this 
week. 
The environmental pollution 
subcommittee of Sen. Edmund 
Muskie, D-Maine, is still plugg­ 
ing away. 
Leon Billings, senior staffer 
on Muskie’s panel, said of at­ 
tempts to resolve economic and 
environmental 
differences:
